After This Work Is Completed 
Other Lines Will Radiate 
Out to Augusta, Columbus 
and Other Georgia Points. 
Light and Power Invasion of 
Macon Is Now Assured. 


To network middle Georgia with in- 
terurban trolley lines, the Georgia 
Power Company is planning. 

Within the next month, at the out- 
side, surveyors will be at work laying 
out a grade for a line between Atlanta 
and Macon, which is to be pushed to 
completion with all possible’ speed. 
With this line well under way, others 
to Columbus and Augusta will be pro- 
jected, while eventually it is expected 
to connect Macon with Savannah by 
an interurban line. 

Will Push Macon Franchise. 

This in substance is the announce- 
ment of H. T.. Broughton, general 
Sales manager of the Georgia Power 
Company, who is now in Macon after 
a week's conference in New York with 
the men who are behind the power 
company. Mr. Broughton states that 
he has been given orders to push the 
mater of the company’s franchise in 
Macon with all possible speed and to 
put the surveyors to work on the At- 
lanta-Macon route once this franchise 
is granted. This, in his opinion, will 
most certainly be done when the Ma- 
con city eouncil meets next. 

Mr. Broughton believes that the sur- 
yeyors will be at work on the Macon- 
Atlanta line within less than a month’s 
time and, according to his statement, 
the work will be completed as fast as 
ample help and modern methods make 
possible, 

The men who are behind the Georgia 
Power Company are, it is said, pri- 
marily ftmiterurban men, having been 
jaterested in this kind of development 
before enterfMPE the power field. proper. 
his time large holders in 
the stock of a nunvber of lines.around 
Detroit and other middle western cit- 
ies, and they believe that Macon~dnd 
the surrounding tOwns throughout the 
state furnish a field which, while it is 
not yet so thickly settled as that in 
the middle west, has boundless 
prospects. 

»  Conmmect With Other Cities. 

They are determined not only to 
build the Atlanta-Macon line, but to 
do so at once and will follow this up 
by connecting the Central City with 
many others throughout that portion 
of the. state. 

The Georgia Power Company now 
has a.ferce of trained men in Macon 
perfecting their franchise and _ their 
Macon attorneys believe that this will 
be’ invshape to put before the city 
council, Within two weeks. That it

CAR FARE PROBE WANTED 
BY ALDERMAN M’CLELLAND 


Alderman John E. McClelland is 
out and out in favor of a reduction 
and advocates an investigation of 
of thé: street car fares in Atlanta, 
the matter before the railroad com- 
mission. Because he -made the first 
motion in council Monday afternoon 
to refer the resolution calling for 
such an invéstigation to a commit- 
tee, there seems to be those who 
are trying to make it appear that 
he'is, therefore, oppose@. to the move 
to. secure: a reduction of car ‘fares; 
He stated™0n the floor of councff, 
and now states in. The Constitution, 
that he is not opposed to the meas- 
ure, and that his only reason for 
moving to refer the resolution was 
because he thought the matter 
should be threshed out before a com- 
mittee so that the petition to the 
railroad commission could be in ex- 
actly the right shape, and further, 
because he did not wish anything 
done which might have the appear- 
ance of interfering with the inves- 
tigation which is now under way for 
cheaper electric light and power 
which he believes will ultimately. lead 
to the erection of a municipal plant 
He says that he will actively advo- 
cate a reduction of street car fares. 

What Alderman McClelland -Says. 

“TF am not in any sense opposed to

the move to secure cheaper street 
car fares,” states Alderman McClel- 
land, “for I agree with. The Consti- 
tution and the people of Atlanta that 
we are due just as cheap car fares 
as the railroad commission. thinks 
the Georgia Railway and «Electric 
Company should grant: us. I do not 
wish anything done to interfere with 
Atlanta securing a municipal light- 
ing and power -plant, and I do not 
believe that the move’ to -securé 
cheaper. car fares wi! do this when

framed. The decision was reached af- 
ter long consideration of the subject, 
some democratic members advocating 
a system of parcels post zones fn) 
which would prevail . different rates.

PUSH CHEAP CAR 
FARE RESOLUTION 


Chairman Johnson Says Action 
Will Be Taken at Meeting — 
Monday Afernoon, 


DELAY ON QUESTION TO 
GE STRENUOUSLY FOUGHT 


Strong Effort Will Be Made to 
Have the Railroad Commis- 
sion Take Up Inquiry at. 
the Same Time as Current 
Investigation Is Before That 
Body. 


Monday afternoon, February 26, 
at 3 o’clock the council committee 
on electric and other railways will 
meet to consider the resolution 
which was introduced in council to 
ask the railroad commission to 
command the Georgia Railway and 
Electric Company to sell street car 
tickets | at reduced rates. Alder- 
man A. J. Johnson, chairman of the 
committee, has issued a call for the 
committee to meet at that time in 
order that there may be no un- 
necessary delay and that a report 
may be made to council at its- ad- 
journed session on February. 29. 


The council committee on electric 
and other railways will lose no time 
in acting upon Councilman Hall's 
resolution asking the railroad commis- 
sion to grant reduced street car fares. 
Chairman A. J. Johnson states that he 
has decided to hold the first meeting 
of the committee Monday, February, 
26, and, if it becomes necessary, to 
meet again for the next two or three 
days following. He says that when he 
advocated the reference of the resolu- 
tion to a committee it did not mean 
to the resolution, 

when so impor- 
tant a matter was taken to the rail- 
road commission, one that affected the 
interests of so many people, it should 
be carefully considered by a commit- 
tee and ali parties concerned be given 
an opportunity to be heard from. 

Heartily in Favor of It. 

“{ am as heartily in favor as any- 
body else,” etates Alderman Johnson, 
“of cheaper street car fares if the 
Georgia Railway and Electric Com- 
pany is in a financial position to grant 
the people of Atlanta such a conces- 
sion. I believe by having the matter 
thoroughly thrashed out in commit- 
tee we can go to the railroad commis- 
sion better armed and better prepared 
to fight our battle for the people. The 
cormmmittee on electric and other rail- 
ways, of which I am chairman, will in- 
vestigatc the matter in all of its 
phases and will seek to secure such 
information as will enable us to make 
a full and intelligent report to council.

Wil! Mean Economy. 

It will probably be impressed upon 
the committee that the holding of an 
investigation for cheaper street car 
fares at the same time with that 
which is now under way for cheaper 
electric, light and power will mean 
economy as well as the saving of time 
on the part of the city government.

The committee’  will-probably take 
this view of the matter and will come 
to the conclusion that the demand of 
the people for cheaper street car fares 
as voiced in interviews printed in The 
Constitution should be held with the 
other investigations and should be 
pushed through to completion at a 
time when money can be saved. 


Question of Rates. 


It is therefore probable that the 
committee, accepting as true the 
proposition that the two investiga- 
tions should be held together, will 
confine itself to ascertaining as nearly 
as possible what reduction in car fare 
the railroad commission should be 
asked to grant. 

The meeting of the committee was 
not held at an earlier date than next 
Monday because Chairman Johnson 
thought it advisable to give ample 
time to notify all citizens who wished 
to be heard and to allow the Georgia 
Railway and Electric Company suf- 
ficient time in which to get ready to 
meet the issue.

New York, February 20.—Counsel 
for John Armstrong Chaloner, who 
escaped from Bloomingdale asylum a 
year after commitment tMere in 1897, 
and who has since lived in Virginia, 
now suing for the control of a fortune 
of hundreds of thousands of dollars, 
left by his father in this state, encoun- 
tered repeated rebuffs in the prosecu- 
tion of his case in the United States 
district court here today.

Frankfort, Ky., February 20.—Gev- 
ernor Harmon, of Ohio, today urged

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One more old landmark in’ Atlanta 
is disappearing as the old ante-bellum 
home of one of the city’s pioneer citi- 
zens is being leveled to the ground. 

On the east side of Whitehall street, 
between Mitchell street and Trinity 
avenue, an old building is being torn 
down by the order of the city building 
inspector, who condemned it as unsafe. 
No plan has yet been made for the 
erection of a new building on the site. 

This, old building was the family 
residence of Alexander Weldon Mitch- 
ell, and it was erected as long ago as 
1846, two years before the city of At- 
lanta was chartered, and when the 
town of Marthasville flourished. 

Mr. Mitchell, who died some twenty 
years ago, came to Marthasville from 
Henry county. Nearly all of his life 
he was in the cotton business, and be- 
sides being one of the pioneer citizens, 
was one of Atlanta’s most successful 
business men. Soon after moving from 
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Henry county he built a home on 
Whitehall street, which was then the 
main thoroughfare and the leading res- 
idence section of the village. For many 
years he lived in that home, which 
had ample yard room, which was, as 
time went by, taken up with store 
houses. Many years ago he moved 
away from the old home which had 
been so encroached upon by stores that 
it no longer became desirablaas a res- 
idence. For some years the building 
was used as a candy kitchen. Recently 
it had been almost uninhabitable. At 
one time it was occupied by those 
who conducted a home for working 
girls, 

Charles B. Mitchell, a son of Weldon 
Mitchell, is still living in Atlanta. I. §S, 
Mitchell and Mrs. Frank P. Rice, 
nephew and niece of Mr. Mitchell, are 
also residents of Atlanta. 

For sixty-six years the  buiiding 
weathered the storms until at last it 
had to succumb to the ravages of time.

ORDERED TO STOP 


The British Government Inter- 
venes to Prevent Great 


Coal Strike. 


London, February 20.—The govern- 
ment tonight intervened in the coal 
dispute which threatens to cause a 
stoppage of work in the mines 
throughout the United Kingdom, in- 
volving not less’ than 800,000 miners. 
After the subject had been discussed 
at a cabinet meeting Premier Asquith 
addressed a letter to representatives of 
the coal operators and miners, request- 
ing them to meet him and some of his 
colleagues at the foreign office on 
Thursday, to try to arrange a basis 
of settlement. He added that the in- 
dustrial council had advised holding 
such a meeting. 

“There is no need for me to enlarge 
upon the very serious consequences, 
both to the industries of the countries 
and all classes of coal consumers, 
which would inevitably follow an ex- 
le€uSiVe stoppage or the coal trade,” 
adds the premier. 

“If prolonged it would involve a 
generai stoppage of industry, and his 
majesty’s government felt they could 
not allow such a calamity to ensue 
without making every endeavor to aid 
in preventing it.”

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WHEN CHINA WHOLLY WAKENS. 


What will happen to civilization when China wholly awakens, 
when the intelligence that has inherited subtlety and secretiveness 
for a stretch of centuries unrecorded by history is tempered with 
the electrical thought and the quick temperament of our own times? 
The query has been put before, but never with greater pertinence. 
For the other day China threw off the clumsy and ancient garb of 
monarfchy,’ and now the only doubt that offers is as to the type of 
popular government that will finally evolve from the present con- 
fusion. 

Cables from Pekin relate that when the Manchu dynasty finally 
capitulated and a republic was proclaimed, apathy reigned among 
the Chinese masses in the streets of the capital. One would have 
thought they would have ushered in a new republic, an achievement 
that is likely to bulk as among the mightiest in our century, with 
rejoicing verging on hysteria.. Such emotion, however, is not con- 
sonant with the Chinese character; sympathy with the. new order 
is not universal in Pekin; third, and perhaps the most important 
consideration, China is a nation awake from the top and not from 
the bottom. ‘The leaders, the intellectuals, are the dominant ele- 
ment, and only a part of the nation is really cognizant of what is 
now going forward. 

For the man with half an eye, this process of awakening has 
been incubating slowly for many years. Racial animosity between 
Manchus and Chinese is only one factor in the equation, for at 
bottom there are almost as many reformers, in proportion to num- 
bers, among the latter as the former, save that each would select 
different routes. Deeply bedded in the consciousness of both Chi- 
nese and Manchu—that is, the more forward elements of each— 
is the desire to place the old empire in the stride of the twentieth 
century, where it can protect itself against the foreign aggressions 
that have in the past been cause for repeated humiliation. Proba- 
bly the most conclusive symptom was the edict, several years ago, 
looking to the ultimate abolishment of the opium traffic. It came 
upon the initiative of the Chinese government, and was the final 
‘indication that life as we of the twentieth century define it was stir- 
ring throughout the country. 

But it is a mistake to assume that the 450,000,000 Chinese of 
all classes and cliques are aroused, that they are ready to be touched 
by modern magic, or that they are or will be wholly responsive to 
the educational methods that will put them in touch with the world. 
By infinite gradations, the significance of the things that have hap- 
pened lately must filter down through the mass, perhaps through 
one or two generations, before this mysterious, baffling people 
begin to keep pace with Occidental thought and standards. 

But when this actual miracle has come to pass—what then? 
Will the Chinese bring peace or a sword? What will issue from this 
wonderful nation, newly touched from slumber, when it has really 
achieved national consciousness and a national aim? No field more 
fascinating opens up to the mind that is fond of conjecture, that is 
giving to dreaming dreams destined to come true, but of such huge 
and strange proportions as the world has not yet seen embodied in

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actuality.

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NEW NORMAL DESIGNED. 


Spanish Mission Style Selected 
for Valdosta School. 
Valdosta, Ga. February 20.—(Spe- 
cial.) —The trustees of the State Nor- 
mal college to be established in thle 
city met here today and selected de- 
signs for the buildings and grounds, 
w. A. Edwards, who has prepared the 
plans for many of the leading colleges 
in South Carolina, Florida and other 
southern states, was employed to draw 
the plans for the school buildings and 
dormitories. The building committee 
of the board of trustees. selected the 
Spanish mission style of architecture 
for the new college buildings. The 
plans virtually agreed upon will give 
Valdosta the most modern college 
buildings, and the first of their kind 

in the state. 

The general plans for the college 
contemplate, beside the school struc- 
tures proper, a number of dormitories 
and class rooms to be built later, the 
dormitories to have a capacity of from 
1,200 to 1,500 pupils. The trustees cen- 
template the erectiop of the main 
school building and one of the dormi- 
tories now, the others to be built as 
the funds become available and the 
demands of the scheol increase. The 
main structure will stand about the 


; center of the sixty-acre grounds, fac- 


ing Patterson street, with a large park 
in front and room for the other build- 
ings to be erected later on. Beautiful 
and elaborate plans are embodied in 
the designs drawn. vy Architect HEd- 
wards, émbracing every feature of the 
buildings and grounds, and it will take 
years to jinally complete the ensemble.

Pastor Expects to Preach in 
the New Edifice by 
June 1.

A hum of activity resounds on the 
southwest corner of Trinity and Wash- 
ington streets, where work on the 
Trinity Methodist church is progress- 
ing rapidly. This organization is one 
of the oldest in the city, and the new 
church building will be a fitting home 
for it. It is expected that the Sunday 
school department, in the rear of tne 
main building, will be ready for occu- 
pancy April 1. By May 15 or June 1 
Dr. John T. Robins, pastor, expects to 
preach his first sermon in the audito- 
rium, 

According to Dr. Robins the church 
is to cost in the neighborhood of $100,- 
000. The lot was bought for $30,000. 
The congregatinon has $140,000 on 
hand to expend on the institution, 80 
that when completed the members 
will move into a home on which not a 
cent will be owing. 

The architect, W. T. Downing, has 
sought to bring out the idea of the 
strength and unity of the church, and 
to that end has used buttresses extend- 
ing from the front and sides of the 
building. These projections lend s0- 
lidity to it and express further the 
Strength of Trinity church, 

Many modern improvements have 
been incorporated. The Sunday school 
building, consisting of an auditorium 
the height of two stories, to be used 
as an assembly room, is surrounded 
by smaller chambers for the various 
classes. There is a ladies’ parlor where 
a company of 150 can be entertained. 
Newt to this is a china closet and 
kitchen, the latter to be used in pre- 
paring suppers, etc., held for the young 
people of the church or for other oc- 
casions. 

The walls of the main building are 
at present just above the lower win- 
dows and front entrance, Some idea 
of the beauty of the auditorium may 
be gathered, however, especially of 
the side aisles, which extend under 
arches along either side wall. A $20,- 
000 pipe organ is to be installed above 
the pulpit, and the building is so con- 
veniently arranged that this organ can 
be used to advantage for both the au- 
ditorium and the Sunday school room.

Tampa, Fla., February 20.—That the 
remains of the battleship Maine, re- 
cently raised from Havana harbor, be 
turned over to the city of Tampa to 
be used as a monument in a govern- 
ment park on Grassy Island in Hills- 
boro Bay, is the request which the 
local board of trade will make of the 
war department through Chairman §&.

\COL. ROOSEVELT 
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IN RAY SCANDAL 


The House Committee Likely 
to Call “Rough Rider” 
as Witness. 


Washington, February 20.—Former 
President Roosevelt, as a witness in 


the Ray case, was one of the possibili- 
ties developed today in the investiga- 
tion which the house committee on ex- 
penditures in the war department is 
making into the charges against Major 
Beecher B. Ray, an army paymaster. 
The committee has already decided to 
subpoena Charles P. Taft, of Cincin- 
nati, brother of President Taft. 

“I favor calling Theodore Roosevelt 
and everyone who has had anything 
to do with the retention of Major Ray 
in the United States army,” declared 
Representative Diffenderfer, of Penn- 
syivania, a member of the committee. 

“We ought to know if Mr. Roosevelt 
used the same tactics in this case that 
he did in fomenting the Panama revo- 
lution. The Ray case has developed, 
since the committee began to delve 
into it, a series of circumstances which 
should be probed to the verp bottom. 

“On the face of such evidence as we 
have alreaagy before us, there is ap- 
parent a condition in the army that 
calls for thorough investigation. The 
committee intends to go to the very 
top, whether it be chief of staff or the 
president of the United States?’ 

The subpoena of Charles P. Taft and 
the suggestion that Colonel Roosevelt 
might be called are sequences of the 
charge that Major Ray was active in 
politics during the Chicago convention 
which nominated President Taft. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt was closing his term 
when Major Ray was ordered from the 
Philippines to Chicago. 

The only subpoena issued today was 
for General Tasker H. Bliss, now at 
Fort Totten, N. Y. General Bliss was 
at the war department several years 
azo when charges were made against 
Major Ray. 

The committee has located copies 
of the missing Ray documents, pre- 
pared by an officer who thought the 
originals might disappear. An effort 
is being made to fix responsibility for 
the missing originals.

NATIONAL CASH REGISTER 
PROBED BY GRAND JURY 


Cincinnati, February 20.—Rumors 
that the special federal grand jury is 
investigating the National Cash Regis- 
ter Company to ascertain if it has 
violated the Sherman anti-trust law, 
gained ground around the United 
States court here today.

Brandt’s Lawyer Alleges That 
the Valet Entered the Schiff 
Home at Invitation of Bank- 
er’s Wife, and That No Bur- 
glary Was Committed. 


New York, February 20.—The state 
and county of New York made but lit- 
tle headway today toward determining 
whether Folke E. Brandt, former valet 
of Mortimer L. Schiff, was unjustly 
sentenced to thirty years’ imprisonment 
on his plea of guilty to first degree 
burglary. Only one witness had been 
heard when clashes between opposing 
counsel as to whether Schiff and his 
former counsel, Howard Gans, should 
be allowed to testify, caused Commis- 
sioner Richard L. Hand to adjourn the 
hearing until next Tuesday in order to 
allow _ Governor Dix to pass on the 
matter. : 

Counsel for Schiff ordered that Schiff 
and Gans and Mrs. Schiff, if necessary, 
should be allowed to tel] all they know 
in order to clear the Schiff name, and 
especially the reputation of Mrs. Schiff, 
from the imputation of scandal that 
has arisen. Counsel for the state, the 
county and for Brandt contended, on 
the other hand, that if Mrs. Schiff’s 
name had been dragged into the case 
it was as a result of Statements by 
Schiff's lawyers. 

No Immunity for Schiff, 

District Attorney Whitman finally 
ended the discussion with a guarded 
yet frank, statement that, in his opin- 
ion, it might defeat the ends of justice 
if Schiff and Gans testified, as they 
might thus obtain immunity and nulli- 
fy a possible charge of conspiracy with 
which a grand jury is now struggling. 

“I say that thig might be the re- 
sult,” said the district attorney, “for 
it is possible that a charge of conspir-

eiancy Nicoll for Schiff insi 
neither Schiff nor Gans lee ace ee 
munity; furthermore, they were not ac- 
cepted.

“I can’t answer that, but you know 
I have been a true prophet in the past 
and I will be this time,” he replied.

ON LAND SCANDAL 


Seoretay Wilson Denies He Aided 
in Exploiting Everglades, 


Secretary Says He Never Wrote 
Letter Which Land Compa- 
nies Are Using in Their Ads. 
Senator Fletcher and Con- 
gressman Clark in a Clash. 


Washington, February 20.—Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Wilson today de- 
nied authorship of a letter which has 
been widely circulated by one of the 
companies exploiting lands in the 
Florida Everglades. 

The advertisement, headed, “Secre- 
tary Wilson’s Opinion,” was credited 
to The East Coast Homeseeker of 
June, the year not being given. 

The Alleged Wetter. 

The purported letter follows: 


“There is no other large body of 
land anywhere in the United States, 
in fact anywhere else in the world, 
that will, when the drainage is com- 
pleted, be so valuable as the once de- 
spised Everglades, 

“Between three and four million 
acres of rich alluvial land located in 
a climate that is almost absolute per- 
fection, where all crops can be grown 
the entire season through, where there 
are no long cold winters, no excessive 
heat in summer and no malaria or 
other diseases. 

“From the very nature of conditions, 
Florida becomes the paradise of the 
whole world. There a careful, thrifty 
tiller of the soil can make more money 
on ten or twenty acres of land than 
on 150 in the north or west. The 
doubting Thomases who are standing 
back awaiting developments will in 
a few years see their folly. There is 
no other section of the United States 
where the climate is so near perfec- 
tion. There is no other where the 
tiller of the soil receives such large 
rewards for labor. There is no other 
section of the state where the oppor- 
tunities for small capital are so great 
and where in a few years the small 
man can have a home and competency.” 

*“T have no recollection of ever 
writing anything of this sort,” said 
Secretary Wilson today. “This sort 
of thing happens often and I will have 
to stop it as I have been forced to 
do many times before. It is not un- 
common to find my name and that of 
Dr. Wiley used without authority in 
advertisements. Dr. Wiley’s perhaps 
oftener than mine, because he is more 
prominent.”

“But when these alleged quotations 
of Mr. Elliott appeared you made your 
charges to the department of agricul- 
ture as a matter of retaliation.” 

“Not retaliation, but self-protection.” 

Attorney Davis sought to deve1op 
what connection Senator Fletcher had 
with the preparation of Senate Docu- 
ment 89, supposed to contain all of 
the official reports on the Everglades.

Athens Trust acd Banking Co, 
Is Reporled Insolvent 


That the Athens Bank and Trust 
Company of Athens, a state bank, is 
insolvent and should be dealt with ac- 
cordingly, is the substance of a report 
made to Govétnor Joseph M. Brown 
yesterday by State Treasurer W. J. 
Speer. 

Treasurer Speer’s report is based on 
a report of the bank’s condition made 
to him by the Joel Hunter Audit Com- 
pany of Atlanta, which has just com- 
pleted an examination into its affairs. 

This audit company was apponited 
assistant state bank examiner by the 
state treasurer for the purpose of tak- 
in charge of this bank, the officers 
and directors of the institution having 
requested the state treasurer as state 
bank examiner to take it over on Jan- 
uary ll. 

The auditor’s report shows that the 
bank’s capital has been impaired to 
the extent of $19,764.13, and it is upon 
this that the state bank examiner 
bases his declaration of insolvency. 

Assets and Liabilities. 

The report shows that the Athens 

Trust and Banking Company's labili- 


ties are $184,736.60, and its assets are’ 


Considerable doubt is ex- 
pressed,. however, as to whether the 
assets will pan out that much. In- 
cluded among the assets is a loan of 
more than $60,000 to an oil mill in 
which one of the officers of the bank 
was interested. The report of the au- 
ditors indicated that possiblp' there 
might be found a greater discrepancy 
between assets and liabilities, when it 
came to marcheling the assets for 
liquidation. 

The auditer reported the books of 
the bank in very bad shape, and called 
attention to other evidences of bad 
management. 

Based On the report, State Treasurer 
Speer wrote Governor Brown the fol- 
lowing letter: 

“Atlanta, February 20, 1912.—Hon. 
Joseph M. Brown, Governor, Atlanta, 
Ga.—Dear Sir: On January 11 the of- 
ficers and directors of the Athens 
Trust and Banking Company, acting 
under authority of section 2290 of the 
code, placed said bank in my hands 
as state bank examiner. As directed 
by the code, I have had a thorough ex- 
amination made of its affairs, and am 
satisfied from the report of the au- 
ditors, this day filed with thig depart- 
ment, that said bank cannot resume 
business or liquidate its indebtedness 
to the satisfaction of all its creditors, 
including its shareholders. In other 
words, I am forced to the conclusion 
that the Athens Trust and Banking 
Company is insolvent.

Effort Is Unsuccessful—White 
Man Held for Burglary Has 
Caused Officers at Tower 
‘Much Worry—Case in the 
Criminal Court Today. 


After keepng up an appearance of 
dementia for more than five * weeks 
sincé his arrest for burglary, J.. Birt, | 
a young whfte man in the Tower tied 
a strip of his blanket around his neck 
Monday afternoon, attached one end of 
it to the upper bunk in his cell and 
threw himself downward in an appar- 
ent effort to break his neck. 

The improvised rope snapped where} 
it was pulled over the iron, and Birt 
fell to the floor. The noise of his fall 
spread a panic among the other prison- 
ers in that wing, and attendants at the 
jail rushed to the fourth floor to settle 
the trouble. 

Birt was below ‘his bunk, it is said, 
his mouth bleeding ang with small 
foam flecks in the corners of his lips. 
The noose was not very tight and he 
was easily rescued. .Yesterday he was 
as well as ever, except for the appar- 
ent madness._ 

The course is insanity seems to 
have been t from blasphemy to 
prayer in the last ~week. After Birt 
was taken into custody for breaking 
into the Salvation Army hall, 29% Ma- 
rietta street, and stealing a cornet, he 
kept up a flow of the most terrible 
oaths, and he was unable apparently to 
make a statement when brought be- 
fore Judge Broyles for a commitment 
hearing. The recorder had to shout 
to make himeelf heard, as he bound 
him over for burglary. 

At that time the burden of his rav- 
ing was the loss of $9.50 which he 
had when arrested, ang which had been 
taken from him, as in the case of all 
prisoners. For hours at a stretch he 
sat in a dark cell, looking vacantly 
ahead, cursing the men who arrested 
him and who had taken his money. He 
has worked with circuses as a spieler, 
and his strong voice lasted for sev- 
eral days ‘before it became hoarse and 
faint. At times his “mind turned to 
this life.

‘the several states may require. 


For Immigration Bureaus. 

It was further decided to recommend 
to the several states of the south “the 
urgent necessity of establishing in 
each state a state immigration bureau 
for the purpose of disseminating reli- 
able information regarding the re- 
sources, the possibilities and oppor- 
tunities of the south, to be supported 
by the states’ machinery and money, 
under the indirect Supervision of the 
governor of each state, with a good 
practical business man “in charge} 
whose duties shall be to co- -operate 
with the United States government, 
the transportation companies, - the 
commercial bodies, the real estate men, 
the press and the Southern Settlement 
rand Development Organization in plac- 
ing the cduntry properly before the, 
people of the world.” 

Farm Labor Department. 

The establishment of a farm labor 
| department, to be added to the func- 
tions of the state bureau was also 
recommended if the bureau found it 
expedient and practical to do so. 

A resolution that caused some dis- 
cussion before it was finally perfected 
to suit the ideas of the delegates, set 
forth that the north Atlantic ports of 
,entry are receiving a very large per- 
centage of all of the desirable immi- 
grants, who remain in the cities and 
states adjacent thereto. 

It declared that the present commer- 
cial importance and possibflities of the 
fsouth justify the federal government 
“in providing adequate facilities _ for 
the reception of immigrants at Balti- 
more, the south Atlantic and if 
ports, from lack of which said be 
are now suffering,” and called upon 
congress and the proper federal officals 
to “take such steps as may be neces- 
Sary to provide such facilities at Balti- 
more, the south Atlantic and gulf porta 
as to put these ports on a parity with 
said north Atlantic ports.” 

Result of a Conference. 

The meeting was the result of the 
conference on southern immigration 
held here on December 8 A committes 
‘was formed at that Mme with S. Dav 
Warfield, of Baltimore, as cnairman, 
the membership to be constituted ag 
follows: 

One to be appointed by the governor 
of each southern state. 


One to be named by the president of 
each railroad and transportation com- 
pany in the south.

Delegates were present from Ala- 
-bama, Arkansas, Florida, Georgia, 
Kentucky, Louisiana, Maryland, Mis- 
,Sissippi, Missouri, North Carolina, 
Oklahoma, South Carolina, Tennessee, 
Texas, Virginia and West Virginia. 

In addition, more than fifty railroad 
and steamship companies sent repre- 
sentatives, in some cases the presidents 
of the lines acting in person. 

When Mr. Warfield called the meet- 
ing to order he faced the largest and 
most representative committee ever 
Organized to consider the agricultural 
and industrial development of the 
south, 

Address of Warfield. 

In his address Mr. Warfield referred 
to the vast areas ‘of unimproved farm 
lands in the south and declared that 
everyone concerned in property values 
in the south has a definite interest in 
the promotion of this work, which, he 
maintained, could not be done without 
large expenditures of money. Liberal 
treatment is necessary not oni¥ on the 
part of railroads, but the state Tr 
ments also. 
| Mr. Warfield was of the ‘ithe that 
foreign immigrants of a desirable ‘ort 
could be secured by a proper systeni 
which would reach into the homes of 
the agricultural classes, especially in 
northern Europe, embracing English, 
| Scotch, Irish end German people. One 
‘ef the most important things in this 
connection, he said, is that our port 
' facilities should be the best character 
' for handling this class of people. 
“This occupation of the vacant lands 
‘of the south by people who will be 
‘ aeceptable to our southern people and 
[who will not lower the standard of 
citizenship, which is one of the proud- 
est heritages of the southland, is now 
perhaps the most important problem 
which that section of our country 
faces,” said Mr. Warfield, in conclu- 
sion. .
